Another .lunrchlHt ilrrcat. 
Madrid, April 4. — The 'police, this after- 
noon, arrested a Fortugnese Frenchman as 
he was entering the back door of the Parlia- 
mentary buildings. He had excited their 
suspicion by his efforts to avoid observation 
and by holding with great care a bundle 
under his cloak. When arrested, he tried 
to throw away tho bundle, but was pre- 
vented. The bundle was found to contain a 
dynamite bomb with a fuse ready for light- 
int;. iic said that lie hud placetl a similar 
bom!) in the lobby entrance, l)ut evidently 
tho fuse had gone out. An examination of 
the lobby resulted in tho discovery of a 
bomb beliind a pillar. Kach bomb contained 
about ai.x pounds of dyuanntc — enough to 
wreck the whole building. Amoug hia 
papers was found au Aiuirehist proclamation 
denouncing tlie rich, and declaring that, 
under modern society methods, tho rich 
seized on every government and rolib.ed the 
poor. The police think tho prisoner is a 
member of tho Mano Megra, tho organi/.a-, 
tion of murderers or robbers to which the 
Xeres Anarchists belonged. The prisoner 
refused to give an account of himself. 

An Irish ]>coiiiliig, 

Dl iu.inI April •! — Tho murderer Ueeming 
seems to have an imitator in Ireland. The 
body of a girl has been discovered under tho 
lloor of a cottage near Bandon, 20 miles 
southwest of Cork, covered with cement, in 
much the same manner as the Bainhill 
victims. 

'New Orlennx MniiNncre Indemnity. 

Rome, April 4. — It is reported that the 
Marijuis di Rudini has informed Mr. liluine 
that iudcmuity for the loss of tlie lives of 
Italian aubjcHMs in the New (Jrleans riots 
will be accepted "solely and admittedly" as 
compensation to the families of tho victims. 

UInz of Dahomey on the ITarpalh. v 

Pauis, April '.i. — A dispatch from Porto 
Novo says; — Two thousand Ualiomeyaua, 
armed with rifles, are in camp near Ohoa, 
on the river Queins. The King ia concen- 
trating warriors at Ardroh. Tlio road to 
the interior is closed. The King sent a let- 
ter to tho French residents here, saying 
everything on the land belongs to him, in- 
cluding Porto Nova. 

O'Connor and Ihc Orancemen. 

LoNOOK, April 3. — T. P. O'Conner, in the 
Sunday Sun, chaffs the Orangemen mem- 
bers of Parliament for making so many 
blustering threats of violence in case an 
Irish rarlianient ia established. These 
threats to indulge in a revolution if homo 
rule is established, indicate, he mya, tliat 
the Tory Irish, the Cmiscrvatives, will bo 
beaten al the general elections, and they 
are, thereftu'e, n hopeful sign of Iho times. 
" Tlie idea of Irish luilonomy ia," the ,Sun 
adds, "one of the many lact<jrs which will 
help to iiroduco a huge majority for the 
Liberals, by wliose tuil it will in turn be put 
into ellect after t he election." Tho article 
ridicules the iilea tbtit the Orangemen can 
do anything to prevent the consummation 
of Home Rule, as even rioting ia not likely 
to occur. Similar, throats were made by 
the Orangemen in connection with Glad- 
stone's disestablishment bill, bnt after the 
bill was passed nothing was heard of tlie 
nuitter.

There was no 
parade, except that of a few hundftid men, 
who weut in a body to St. Paul's Cathedral, 
expecting to hear a speoial sermon bearing 
upon their condition, as Dean Gregory was 
understood to, have promi-sed such a dis- 
course. The dean was not prescut, however, 
tmd Canon Newbolt, who ofliuiated in his 
))lai. e, preached a sermon appropriate to the 
Lenten season, but without any alhiaion to 
a ptsrticular class of hearers. Many sight- 
seers were on hand, expecting some aeu- 
satioual occurrence, in whicJi they 



were disappointed. The unemployed were 
disappointed.

FfiOM MiONTREAL. 

Some of the Cotton Mills Sbnt Down— Bonse- 
conrs Market Burned— Floods In Quebec. 

MoKTREAL, April 4.— A fire, yesterday, 
damaged the Bnnsccoura market to tho 

extent of .?SO,0(K). It was evidently of in- 
cendiary origin. During tho lire some 
eight or nine firemen were almost suCFocnted 
by the smoke, and had to be taken to hoa 
pitnl, where they will recover. 

The Montrcid Company, which has just 
completed the iiurohaae of all the cotton 
mills in Canada, proposea to control the 
production somewhat, and alao to cheapen 
the cost if possible. It is believed aomo of 
the mills will be closed down for the time 
being. 

Yesterday morning Moura' Mill dam gave 
way, cauaing tho Salmon river, in Hunting- 
don county, Que., to overllow its hank, 
Hooding tho Hats and giving tho village of 
Dundee the appearance of a lake dotted 
over with houses. The ico is breaking up. 
'J'he steamer Grenada ^vaa carried several 
nnles, while the iron highway bridge at 
L''ort Covington, the Oi'iinil Trunk railway 
bridge near the same place, and the Hume 
of the Fort Covington Mills were torn from 
their foundations and carried down the river 
at a great rate of speed, together with 
masses of lumber, trees, etc. Tho C.P.R. 
bridge across the Yanuiska river, on the old 
Southwestern branch lino, was carried away 
by an ico jam on Sunday night. Tho iee, 
which was very heavy, tore to pieces the 
ico piers above the bridge and, sweeping 
down, tore tho structnre to pieces. 

Threo steamship companies will run week- 
ly boats, this summer, between Montreal 
and Glasgow. The Allan, Donaldson uad 
Columbia are the threo competing lines.

ARGENTINE ADVICES. 

More in Regard to the Threatened Bevolntlou, 
Appearances Peaeefal on the Surface. 

Buenos Avres, April 4. — The energy of 
President Palligrini and Chief of Police 

Donovan, displayed upon tho discovery of a 
dynamite plot among the Radicals, un- 
doubtedly saved tho country for a time at 
least from being plunged into the throes of 
a revolution. The plot has been hatching 
for some time and there is no doubt bnt 
that the plotters intentled to move yester- 
day. The prompt arreal of the leailera has 
temporarily checketl the Radicals, and with 
tho majority of the Rtuiical leadera in 
custody and the presidential candidate 
of their party bmished to his coinitry seat 
and under iiuliee espionajjc tho r.ink and lile 
of tho rev<iliitiuni.sts ilo not know which way 
to turn. It is rumored that in the numer- 
ous cnnllicts in all parts of lliieiios Ayres 
witli the police aon'C of the Rtulieals wo e 
killed. 'I'his report lacks contifination, for 
the wildest atones are alluat. RreaiiKnit 
I'elligrini has ordered all the troops in camp 
at Maldonado under arms, and they are jiaiil 
to march to liuenos Ayres at a inintitea no- 
tice, tin Saturday night tho Government 
House was guarded by an entire regiment of 
infantry. The utmost precautious have 
been taken to avoid surprise. 

All suspected parties who have not been 
placed under arrest ure closely watched. 
I'olice have seized tho ofiiceB of the Sud 
America and the Argentina, two of tho 
leading Rudicd papers. The Kadicala 
claim that the arrest of Dr. Alein and the 
other leaders of their inirty waa not becaii.se 
any plot had been discovered, but in reality 
to ket^p those men in custody until after 
the pre.'.ideiititd election of April Kst. 'J'he 
citizens in general, howeviM-, sci'in to iiji- 
phuul till- Giiveriniient's action. La I'renza 
stiilea that Dr. Alem liaa applied 
to the Federal Court for hia re- 
le.ise under a writ of hah' an rurjui-i.' 
Dr. Irigoyen, who wtis supported by 
tho Radicals for the presidency, ia 
accused by tho Government of having pro- 
videil a big sum of money for the pinposea 
of revolution. The doctor from his ccnmtry 
seat, wliere he is virtually a prisoner, de- 
clares through the press that lie is innocent 
of all complicity in the jdol, anil protests 
strongly agtiinat hia detention. This eity is 
(|uiet, this morning, but there is no telling 
how long the enemies of the adminiatration 
will remain inactive. Only on the surface, 
however, is it peaceful. Advices from other 
parts of the republic show that the spirit of 
revolt prevails everywhere. It is the gen- 
eral impression that the Badiciils will re- 
gain courage and start an iusurrootion be- 
tween now and election day.

— From the present in- 
dications, I fear that tho Nelson & Fort 
Shoppard Company, stand a poor chance of 
getting their charter, this year. If unsuc- 
cessful, it will not be through the neglect of 
the British Columbia members. This after- 
noon all of them appeared before the cabinet 
to urge the Company's claims to a Domin- 
ion charter. They represented that the 
line could bo of great benefit to the 
Kootenay country. It would facilitate 
mining development, bring in men and 
capital from tho South, and not interfere 
with British Columbia trade, as all thesuppliea 
and merchandise still come from the North. 
Tho question resolved itaelf into the point 
of whether or not Bonner'a Ferry ahall be 
built up at tho cxpenau of Nolaon. The 
deputation presented memoriala from tho 
Provincial Legislature and Board of Trade 
in favor ot the project. Tho Government 
haa not yet reached u decision, but a little 
bird whispera that it will bo adverse to the 
syndicate's wishes — this year at any rate. 

Another ileputation of membera of Par- 
liament from Manitoba, tho Northwest 
Territory and British Columbia waited upon 
Premier Abbott and urged a. reconsidera- 
tion of the Government's decision not to 
grant the old rate of mileage to railway 
mail clerks operating in the section of couu- 
try between Port Arthur and the PaciUc 
Coast. Mr. Earle also urged the desira- 
bility of continuing the provisional allow- 
ance for post office ofTicials in British 
Columbia. 

Mr. Edgar gives notice of a motion, to- 
niglit, for reference to tho Committee on 
Privileges anil Elections of certain chargea 
which he prefers against Sir Adolphc Caron, 
viz : That Sir Adolpho waa a member of 
the Construction Cotupany, which built tho 
Quebec and Lake St. John Railway, and 
corruptly received money in largo sums for 
eleetiou purposes from tho subsidies voted 
by Parliament to that railway, also to the 
Temiscouata Railway. 

The distillers want the Government to 
destroy contraband spirits amounting to 
sixty thoubaud gallons, now held by the 
Cuatoms OBiciuh of Quebec, or else convert 
it into methylated spirit. 

The Supreme Court delivered judgment 
in a number of cases to-day.

BOMBS IN VENEZUELA. 

Narrow Escape of President Palaclo— Troops 
Called Oat— Fearfal Panic. 

CAnAOAs, Venezuela, April 3. — President 

Palacio haa had a narrow escape from death 
by dynamite. Right in the capital, whore 
his power is tho greatest, hia enondes are 
numerous and desperate, and will resort 
to any n.eans to assert their liberty and 
tertninate hia reign of tyranuy. The other 
evening bombs were throv.'n by some un- 
known poraou at the Caaa Amarilla, or 
preaident'a yellow house, which ia one of 
the moat notable edifices in Caracas, and 
corresponds with the Whito House in Wash- 
ington City. The real object of the dyna- 
niitcra was to kill the President, and not) 
merely to destroy tho building. Tho timo 
waa well chosen, for Palacio waa then in ono 
of its rooms conferring with some of his 
leaders as to the army of the rebels. 
Tho president did not dream that any one 
would iic so bold aa to make audi an at- 
tempt, and consequently there was no 
police or military guard around. Tlio 
bombs wore of tremendous deatructivo 
power and caused t\ fearful panic. Such 
citizens aa had tho temerity to bu at their 
doors at that hour, rushed to the nearest 

Elace of refuge, fearing that the insurgents 
ad eutered Caracas, and that a scene of 
pillage and carnage was to ensue. All the 
windows of the houses in the neighborhood 
wore quickly filled with blanched faces. A 
telephonic message at once notified the po* , 
lice of the attempted assassination, and in a :■ 
short time they dashed up to the Casa 
Amarilla. Troops also hurried tii> thfr ' 
scene. They drew up in front of the yel-- •• 
low house and remained on guard throngb- 
out the night. 

All tho window panes in tho building 
wore smashed. Palacio was unhurt, but 
was badly frightened. Tho withdrawal 
from all other parts of the eity of both po- 
lice and military to protect the preaident 
gave the revolutionista concerned in tho plot 
every chance to canape, and when a search 
waa made no trace of them could bo found. 
Numerous partisans of Crespo took ad- 
vantage of tiio summoning of the guards to 
the yellow house to leave the city with tho 
intention of joining the reljols. Until tlieu 
all the roads leading from the capital had 
been closely guarded to prevent any enemies 
of the goverument getting out of Caracas. 
It is rumored that on tho day following 
the bond) explosion Palacio's family priv- 
ately left the capital, wiiich ia an indica- 
tion of tho seriousness of tho situation. 
Palacio evidently anticipated a repetition of 
some such act, but will maintain the strict- 
est guard to prevent it. All members of 
the Federal Council are in jail, antl every- 
body of any prominence is in constant 
fear of his personal safety. The slight- 
est suspicion is enough to cause the 
arrest of the most prominent residents of 
Caracas. General Crespo is with Lanzense • 
at San Carlos," eajiital of the state of Cojedes.- 
nnd K^O miles southwest of Caracas. Xhey 
have a large army of lancers and 1,500 in-, 
fantry. The surrounding country is level', 
mid a figlit there would be nearly 
all to the advantage of tho lancers. 
It ia hardly possible that the government 
troops will dare to give btittlo to the enemy 
in Cojeiles .State. If they should advance.

A Sun Francisco telegram says: "Lake-built 
stoameM do not seem to bo a sucoess on tho 
Poofle coast. Three of tho frc.ih- water crafts 
have been sent out hero lately, and all have 
had mishaps enough to almost eat them up, 
let alone sinking any possible piolit from' cargo- 
carrying. V. .1 ■ 

"The Mackinaw and Keweenaw are both in 
tho hospital, and this morning the whalebnck 
Charles VV. Wotmoro joined them in tiieir dis- 
tress. Ilor last work was currying coal to .Sau 
Diego, which latter port she left in bulhist for 
Pori Townsoud, Wash., last Wednesday. 

"The VVctniore loaded and the Wetmoro 
light are two dill'erent propositions, na Captain 
O'Uriun discovered when ho plunged her pig- 
like noao into the hoavy hoad wind and sea of 
the late storm. Light, tho Wetmoro did not 
go through head sens as intended. Instead, she 
rose up forv.-.ird and dropi ed with a succession 
of heavy thuds. Wednesday night she com- 
menced to make water, but tlie storm was 
such that no uxanilnation could bo made, and 
Captain O'Brien had perforce to keep on buek- 
ing tho galo, unless ha desired to turn and run 
before It. 

"At 5 u'clock, yesterday afternoon, tho Wet- 
moro ran into comparatlvrly smooth water, 
about 120 miles north of this port, and then 
It was discovered that her forward stanchions 
had been badly bent and sprung by tho force of 
the blows of her bottom against the 88%. It 
was impossiblo to ascertain at sea to what ex- 
tent her plates were sprung, but tho fact that 
she was taking in water was evidence that 
something of tliis sort had happened, it tho 
bent stanchions did not tell the story 

"t'aptain O'Brien evidemly considered tho 
case serious, for he deeliued to do further 
battle with a head wind and sea, and ran back 
to this port, arriving early, this morning. Tho 
Wetmoro's anchor was drooped far down the 
lower bay, out of reach of curious visitors, and 
dotalla of her distress are being reserved until 
Instructions arrive fi-ora thoownois. 

"Marine cx-porta nro of the opinion that a 
serious fault in tho construction of tho whnlo- 
back boats lies in the form of tho bow. They 
think 'li'it a straight stem is necessary to over- 
come liability to such damiige as she sustained 
in the late blow, nnd ihat while empty, they 
will always be in danger of hattering their up 
lurneil " snouts " in heavy weather. On tho 
lakes the barges run loaded bjth ways, and 
such happenings are net likely to occur. Go- 
ing coastwi-e out here in the coal trade they 
will rarely bo loaded going north against tho 
provailjng winds),

ornniont. Of course. If the Indians dtmlaiahod^ 
in number, tho annual cost would bo less. In 
this way the claim of tho Provincial Oovorn- 
luent would he satisfied, and, perhaps, the In- 
dians satisdod too. It must, however, bo ro- 
memhered that tho lots and sections of landg 
given to the Indians must be theirs for ever, 
nnd that the GovernmonL has no claim on them, 
save, perhaps, as Intestate estiites in process of 
time. The land must not bo sold, but kept for 
tho descendants of tho particular Indians own- 
ing It— an entailed estate. 

'I he above schemo soeina toleralily equitable, 
but whether tho Indians, tho Piovineial and 
tho Federal Governments would agree to It la 
another matter. \Vhat the I'rovincinl Govorn- 
meni. would do with tho capital, of course, can- 
not bo Burinlsed, but, If honestly dealt with. IC 
ought to bo used for tho improvement ot tho 
harbor nnd fronta«o of the property sold: ex- 
cept. Indeed, tho Govern '"ci.t should Invest tho 
inonov at Interest. The bother in this matter 
Is really who would he the honest and prtMeff- 
trUbtoes of Ihe capital.

KEDISTKIBUTION IN B. C. 

To TUE Kditoh;— I sec by tho letter of lour 
Ottawa onrrespoudent. in yesterday's issue, 
thatthore Is every probability of a re-arraiige- 
mcntof the constituoncies'ln British Culumldft 
being made this aession. The plan seems to bo 
to unite the Cariboo-Lillooet and Yalc-ICooto- 
nay districts in one enormous constituency, 
giving Westiiiiii.ster district a second nieinher. 
This, sir, is an e.xcelk^nt— a brilliant— idea, and 
may licsL be carried out in this way. Let]\Ir. 
.Mara be appiiintcd Lieut. -Governor, and let an 
Act ho iiasscd uniting the districts named and 
ilcclariiig that- the pieaent member for Cariboo 
shiill repi ercnf. Yah' district also. There Is, of 
course, the litile didloulty i hat lij has not boen 
ulecled for Vale, but, then, his brolhor-iii-law 
has, and I his lit tie di- vice will keep the ropre- 
.senlatioii in the family, whore, by divine right, 
it belongs. Hut, seriously. It is to bo hoped 
tliis )iroposed iiiiion of ! the two districts, will 
not be carried out. It will certainly not be re- 
lished by the electors of Carilioo, who will ex- 
pect their member to use all tho inlluonce and 
oloiiueiico he baa to prevent its ncoompliBli- 
iiieiii. 1 am not particularly opposed to Mr. 
Mara having tho Kovernorship. hut I think I ho 
best way to arrange matters is to leave tho 
Cariboo and Yale districts as they now are ; 
give us for our Liuut.-Goveriior either Mr. 
Kobsou or Senator Macdonald, and erect Van- 
couver city Into a now constituency, with the 
privilege of electInK the seventh member for 
British Columbia. In arranging tbe roproaen- 
tatlon of a province like ours, territory ns well 
ns population ought to bo consiuorcd, us 
idso, should the future iirospects of tho districts 
proposed to bo deab. wilh. Xow, Cariboo, it is 
well known, gave tho province its start In life, 
60 to speak; it has boen ono of tho richest 
placer mining districts in tho world; add, 1 bo- 
lieve. It will >et prove itaelf to bo ono of tho 
richest in gold-bearing quartz, while its great 
natural wealth In silver, copper, lead andcoal. 
Is scarcely over spoken of, but not doubted by 
those who know tho country. Its wealth of 
timber and its agricultural resources are still 
only partially developed, but of enormous ex' > 
tent. Give us tt railway, and old Cariboo ^viU 
again come to tho front as tho banner district 
of tlio province, the home of a busy and pros- 
porous population. And. as for Kootenay, tlio 
population is about to increase so rapidly that, 
err long, sho may be entitled, not to one, but to 
two moii'bors. My view of tho matter, there- 
fore, is this: Any change in tho boundaries of 
the constituencies will not, in tho ordinary 
course of things, all'ect tho representation till 
nf er Iho dissolution of tho present House. 
There is, therefore, no need of hasto In passing 
a redistribution act for B. C. But. if a chiingo 
must be mndo to tnke effect now, lot It bo to 
give the seventh member for tho province to 
the City ot Vancouver. And seven members, 
for a province tho size of ours, cannot, I cun- 
tend, bo considered an over representation. .

YIOTORIA SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 

To THE Editor :— With the proceeds from 
the bonds already issued, tho outlet sewor and 
a portion of tho mains vrill be completed and' 
In operation about July next, While tbe plan .' 
adopted has boon ordorsod by eminent sewer- 
age engineers, yet such whs also the case with, 
the plans ot which tho Johnson street sewer 
was to form a part, notwithstanding which It- 
is now admitted by all that the money ex- 
pended on Johnson street sewer has been prac- 
tically squandered. In view of our previous 
experiences, as come (|iiestion seems to exist in 
the minds of many of the property-holders who ' 
have to foot the bills as to the successful work- 
ing of the present system, bo h on account of 
the sliuht grades and sinall-sized pipes used, 
would ii not bo well to alli,w tno poriiou soon 
to bo completed to remain in operation a suf- 
ficlcnt length of timo to test lis utility, boforc 
providing more funds for extending and com- 
pleting the entire work f 

After a thoiouyli test of the portion now un- 
der con- truction, should it prove Buccessfnl, 
the ratepayers will bo moro than willing to 
stand the exi ense necesMiry to complete tho 
entire work; in which ease, by tho bill intro- 
duced by the Hon. Itobcrt Heaven, now pend- 
ing in the Legislature, if It bo adopted, a cer- 
tain sum, say S30.0«l) to 5,tO,000, can bo raised 
annually by iho tax levy and applied to com^- ' 
pleling the system, without resorting to tho 
necessity of raising tho money for floating more- 
bon'*B, Under this arrangement, the work to 
be dona each year could bo let- by , s'oparaito- 
coiitract.to homo biddern. and done under the 
direction of tho city engineer, according to tho- 
plans idioady adopted, and by this means tho- 
present exiicnacs of sewerage commissioners, 
sewerage engineers and stall', etc., would bo 
dispensed with, ell''.cliiig a saving of §12, (XM) to 
Sl.i.lKK) per nnnuni, which amount, being ap- 
plied directly to tho work of construe ion, 
would go far towards paying tho expense of 
completing I he entire work . Again, by letting 
each year's work in &• parate contracts to homo 
bidders, the oiiUre amount expended would bo' 
retained hero, furnish work for our unem- 
ployed, instead ot a liirco portion of the monoy 
going into the hands of foreign contractors, as 
is at present tho case.

The Hon. Mr. Beaveu'a attempt to make 
so radical a change in the manieipal act as 
to invest the mayor with the power of the 
veto, without consulting either the City 
Council or the rate-payers, aeema to ua 
rather a cool proceedhig. The Leader of 
the Opposition professes to have a groat 
respect for the power of the people, yet he, 
-without going to the trouble of even for- 
mally asking their consent, would slip 
through the Legislature what ia really 
a Riost important constitutioual cliange. 
A more high-handed procoecHnj; tlian this 
it is ditiicult to imagine. If Mr. IJeaveu is 
■not satisfied with tlio authority ho has 
.aa mayor, the least he could do was to in- 
tform those who elected him, that he wanted 
the power of vetooiug the by-laws, and to 
asl{ them whether they were willing to in- 
vest him and liia suoceaaora with that power. 
We do not believe that a majority of tho 
•rate-payora would, for a moment, listen to the 
proposal. If they were willing to give the 
Mayor the prerogative of the veto, he could 
irthcn, with something like propriety submit 
rhis amendment to the Legislature. But the 
-course lie chose looUa very much like steal- 
ing a march both on tho City Council and the 
ratepayers. Fortunately, through the 
■vigilance and the prudence of members on 
cthe Government side of the House, the Hon. 
■ Mr. Beaven's little game was spoiled. His 
rsweeping amendment was toned down until 
it has become, to use a homely simile, like 
"chips in porridge, neither good nor harm." 
It would have been much better to have 
thrown out Mr. Beaven's encroaching 
amendment altogether. 



PAID LEGISLATORS. 

The Britidli Rudioals have for a long time 
"been trying to persuade the House of Com- 
mons to pay its members. The refusal to 
remunerate representatives of the people for 
their loss of time in attending Parliament, 
they contend, is an undue restriction on tho 
people's choice. Tlicy must eitiiur elect a 
man who is ricli enough to devote a large 
purt of Ilia time to his parliamentary duties, 
without feo or reward, or they must them- 
seliTes pay tho poor men whom they send to 
/Parliament. Tho Irish Home Bulors liavc 
done this, and so have some of the labor 
organizations, but the contrilnitora tn the 
funds complain that, in order to get into 
Parliament, the man whom they believe 
best fitted to represent them, a burden is 
unjustly placed on their shoulders. Tliis 
may be so, is the reply of the majority of 
the nation, but it is better to submit to this 
iuconvenioiice, or this injustice, than to 
bring upon tho country the evils that 
■would follow sending irreaponaible men to 
Parliament, whose principal object in seek- 
ing seats in it is to pocket the members' 
pay and to be in a position to seize any 
other plunder that may fall in their way. 
It may be that the British people aro unduly 
:alarnied at the prospect ot having a J'drlia- 
inent composed of paid men, but tliere can 
Ijo no doubt tluit their present system givea 
them a legislature, the probity of whose 
members is undoubted. If there is "lobby* 
■ing" in the British Parliament, nothing is 
heard of it by outsiders. Political corrup- 
tion is unknown in Great Britain, and tho 
"boodlcr" is regarded by the British public 
las a disgusting monster peculiar to America. 

It has been found necessary to pay the 
imembers of colonial Assemblies. We do not 
ithink that the terrible consequences which, 
in Great Britain are regarded as inaoparalilo 
from a paid legislature, aro common in any 
of tho Purlianienls of tho British Depend- 
•cnoea. There are in them, no doubt, some 
mercenary men who endeavor to make their 
position a source of private profit, but this 
■WB think, would be the ease if the members 
received no indemnity for their loss of time. 
In' fact, wo suspect, that if members of 
colonial Parliaments could receive no ro- 
".nuineralion, a greater number of them 
"(would bo "ou tiio make," as tho saying is. 



then there is at present. The members 
would fool that it was unfair to require 
tbem :tb;do s^mneh iv^rk -a^ lose so much 
time for notiirng,' and' ' those of them who 
did not posaesa high piinciules would bo 
on the look out for somo moans of recoup- 
ing themselves for wliat thoj' might lose. 
It must be remeinbered that tliore is not in 
the colonics a largo class of rich mon who 
are willing to serve their country for the 
sake of having something useful to do, or 
for tho distinction whioh it gives, or for 
tiio chances of political preferment. Nearly 
all the best men of a colony must work for 
ilieir living, and they cannot afTord tho 
time from their ordinary pursuits hocessary 
to attend parliament, without being at least 
partially compensated for the loss. Paid 
Legislatures in new communities ire, there- 
fore, a necessity, and it must bo admitted 
that they arc fairly honest, and that, all 
things considered, they do their work well. 
Birt the example of the colonies, does not, 
AS yet, appear to have bad much effect ou 
the people of Great Britain. 

SOUND nOGTHINB. 

Tlio London Timea in an article on Mer- 
eier'a defeat shows very clearly tlie dcUiger 
of straining tho prerogative of tho Liout.- 
Governor is oases of dispute between him 
and his Ministers. It says : 

" It ia true there ia no room for dispute 
as to the right of a aovereigu, or tlie vice- 
gerent of a sovereign, under a Parliamentary 
Guvorniiient, to diamias his Ministers on 
reaaouablo grounds, if ho cun liiid other 
niiiiistera to accei)t tho responsibility of tlie 
act, and to face tho risks of a dissolution. 
Tliia is not only laid down by the liigheat 
ftutlioritiea on constitutional law, luit was ex- 
pressly determined by the Imperial Govern- 
ment in the case of a former f^^ient. -Gover- 
nor of (,)uebcc, Mr. Letellier do St. Just. 
'rh<3 practical expudicncy of sucli a etup as 
Mr. Augers took, last December muxi dfp'ind 
on the r-c^ull of the appeal to Ihc ilcrloratn. 
In 18;)+-3r) it did no good either to the King 
or to tho Couaervativo party of this country. 
If Mr. Mcrcier had obtained o majority, not 
(uily tho Lieut. -Governor, but tho Dominion 
Govornnient, would have been in a very 
ticklish position. However clear tho ques- 
tion of constitutional rif;ht, a dispute be- 
tween the Central and Provincial Govern- 
monta would have seriously strained tho 
federal tie. " 

According to this, tho Lieut. -Governor, if 
he is sure of being supported by the people, 
may disregard the advice of his Ministers, 
and dismiss them sunimarily. If he haa 
reason to believe that tho people are not 
prepared to contirni hia action, it is better 
for him, notwithstanding his uudoubted 
constitutional rights of dismissal, to allow 
them to hold office until they are defeated 
in Parliament, or rejected by the people. 
The Times says, inefTect, that the electors 
are the judges of the wisdom or tho un- 
wiidom of tho Lieut. -Governor's act. If 
they approve of what he has done, he is all 
right, if they disapprove, ho is, aa the Timea 
puts it " in a very ticklish position." 



WAKING UP. 

The Americans seem to have at last real- 
ized, that there ia some human nature in the 
people of China, and consequently in its 

government. They are finding out that tho 
Chinese aro not Quakers, that they do not 
propose to turn the left cheek to those who 
have smitten them on tho right. It haa 
dawned ou our neighbors that if they ex- 
clude the Chinese from the United States 
the Chinese will exclude Americans from 
China. The representative of China in 
Washington has spoken pretty plainly. 
Ho does not see that it ia right for the 
United .States Congress to enact laws wliich 
plainly contravene the treaty now in force 
between the United States and China. Ho 
believes that it ia not right to do this, and 
he plainly intimates that his (Jovcrnnient 
has determined to convince tlio iieople of 
tlie United States that it is not politic. 

Tlio Seattle Post- Intelligencer has been 
giving some of its attention to this matter, 
and it has formed pretty decided ideas both 
as to the moral and the political aspects of 
the Chinese question. In its issue of the 
2nd inst. it says: 

"The existing law is also in violation of 
this treaty, since it excludes merchants and 
scholars unless they have already gained a 
residence here before tlie law passed. Tlie 
abrogation of tho treaty should have pre- 
cedetl the passage of restrictive legislation 
in conilict with it. It is said that China is 
(juite wiliing to aljrogate the treaty, and 
ready to cease diplomatic relations with 
thia country ut any time, and is sure to do 
60 if tho pending Kxcluaion Bill passes. The 
termination of friendly relations with China 
would be followed by soiiio not altogether 
pleasant priictical results. Th-ire are sev- 
eral thou.'iai.ils of Amei'iciin-i living anrl do- 
ing business in China iimler llio protection 
guiuanteed liy the treaties r.itifiBd between 
PeUiii and Wasliiiigtsn City. 

"There is considuraljle commerce between 
China and the United States; there are a 
good many American inercbanl ships run- 
ning between China and the United States, 
doing a profitable trade. Xlicre are many 
American n iaaionaries in China. If the 
Geary exclusion bill becomes a law tlie 
Chinese Minister haa given it to be under- 
stood that lie wilHeAVo Washington City. 
This would compel tho recalling of the Am- 
erican Minister from Pokin, and all our 
.•nmmnreo or amicable relations witli China 
would come to an abrupt termination. Tho 
proper course for the Government should 
be to refuse to pass any legislation inoonsis- 
tent with tho proper and faithful observunco 
of all existing treaties between China and 
tho United States. In other words the 
United States should deal with tho groat 
ICmpire of China in the spirit of courteous 
ami just respect for existing treaty rights 
as she does in dealing with the great Bm- 
piro of Germany or Russia," 

Our contemporary thiiiks that as long as 
the Chinese aro allowed to leave Hongkong 
and to enter Victoria it will ho impossible 
for the American Congress to completely 
exclude the Cliiiieso from United States 
territory. We do not see how thia afTccts 
the ease as tho Post-Intolligoncer puts it. 
The obligation of the United States to ob- 
serve its treaties and to keep faith witli 
foreign powers does not depend ou tho 
policy which Great Britain may ate fit to 
pursue. If tho United States is to deal with 
China as she deals with Ocrninny or Russia 
she must carry out her promises and fulfill 



her obligations, nc matter what Great Britain 
may do or may not do. Our contemporary 
should not come down from its ; high -moral 
stand. It surely does not wish it to be 
understood that in its estimation tho obli- 
gation of tho United Stotea to keep faith 
with China is contingent upon the course 
whioh Great Britain may find ib convenient 
to take. • ; . " 



A PRUDENT OOUSSE. 

The withdrawal of the Eifuostion Bill by 
the German Governmeuc shows that the 

Emperor is not tho self-willed, imperious 
despot which ho is described to be by his 
enemies. What hia Premier has done ia 
precisely what Lord Salisbury or Mr. Glad- 
stone or any other constitutional minister 
would have dotie in similar circumstances. 
Ho caused a measure which ho believed to 
bo good and calculated to promote the wel- 
fare of liis people, to be brought down to 
Parliament. Ho found that u large number of 
the repreaontativesof the people were strongly 
opposed to this measure, that tlioy regarded 
it as an infringement of that liberty of con- 
science and of worship which is guaranteed 
to them by tho Constitution. Instead of 
uaing hia inllucnce and, it may be, straining 
hia authority to carry tho Education Bill, 
of whoso excellence he was still firmly per- 
suaded, lie, rather than provoke religious 
diasenslon in his kingdom, instructed his 
minister to withdraw tho measure. Thia 
was tho prudent thing to do, but it was not 
tho course which a narrow-minded, obstin- 
ate despot would take. He, believing that 
ho was iu the right, would have hia own 
way, no matter what tho consequences 
might he. The Emperor's action iu this 
matter will, no doubt, increase the con- 
lidenco which all patriotic Germane have in 
ilia iliaorotion. He has shown that, al- 
though ho may be ambitious of military 
distinction, ho does what he can to pre- 
aervo the peace of Kurope, and that, al- 
though he ia enthusiastic in efftcting what 
)io believes to be reforms, ho is ready to 
abandon what was regarded as ono of his 
pet achemea because ho had reason to bo- 
licve it was distasteful to his people.

Mr. Kellie moved, Beconded by Mr. 
Keith, "Whereas it ia most necessary, for 
the due devclopnieut of the great mineral 
wealth of tho District of West Kootoniiy, 
that reliable information as to tho geolofji-' 
cal formation of the various portions of tho 
district mny bo readily obtained by tho 
general public; therefore, bo it resolved, 
that a respectful address bo presented to 
His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, requesting hiui to strongly urge 
upon the Dominion Government tho neces- 
sity of having a geological survey made of 
tho West Kootenay District during the 
present year." 

Mit. Keli.u; supported liia resolution by 
saying that ho thought if it were paasod, il 
would aid in having the Dominion take the 
step required. 

Hon. Mk. Roiison said he had no objec- 
tion to the resolution, but did not know 
how much good it would do. Tho policy of 
the Dominion Government has been to keep 
some one in tho province nearly every season, 
and he had iio doubt, if other business had 
not interfered, that Dr. Dawson would 
have spent both last season and this out 
hero. 

The motion was carried. 

VI'KSTIONS liV JIK.-MEKRS. 

Cor.. B.vivKH aaUed the hon. tho I'rovin- 
oial Secretary the foUowing question, to 
which tho answer attached was given, viz.: 
" What are the names of all the candidates 
nominated during last year by the members 
. of Convocation to represent them on tho 
Senate of the British Columbia, University, 
specially indicating those who were elected 
and rejected at tlie samo meeting?" A. 
I have no ollicial information as to the 
names of tho senators elected, but would 
refer the hon. member to The Daily 
Colonist of Juno 3rd, 1891, for the infor- 
mation he desires. 

■ MUN'ICIl'AL 11ILI.H. 

The House went into Comniittee of tlio 
Whole on Municipal bills Mos. 21 and ~1, 
, -Mr, McKenzie in the chair. 

Ho>f. Mr. Beavkk moved to amend tho 
bill so as to give tho Mayor tho power to 
dismiss an oflicial. 

Hon. Mr. Roiison opposed tho innova- 
tion. Under tho Act as at preseut tho 
Mayor had, he said, tho power of suspen- 
sion, and this was as much as was necessary. 
The Mayor by suspending an ofScial imme- 
diately put a check on his further actions. 

Hon. iMr. Beavkn argued that inasmuch 
as under the present act tho Aldermen and 
Mayor were made liable for maladministra- 
tion, the Mayor should have full power. 

HOK. Mr. Robson noted the startling 
ohange that bad taken place in the views of 
the hon. leader of the Opposition, who had 
&I1 the time heen' drying out that the gov- 
ernment of the province was- taking too 
much power into its, own hands, and now, 
^vllcn ho was made Mayor of the city, he 
(Mr. Beaven) seemed to nave an unquench- 
able thirst for power. 

Hon. Mr. Bei^'kn claimed that on the 
contrary ho had all the time been blaming 
the Government because it did not take 
power enough into its own hands. . (Laugh- 
ter). 

^ Mr. Booth and Hon. Mr. Davih also 
' opposed the proposed amendment. 

Tho clause as amended waa adopted, with 
tho power of dismissal struck out. 

Hon. Mr. Beavrn moved to insert tho 
following clause: Seolion . Notwithstand- 
ing anything to the contrary contained in 
any law it shall be lawful for the Mayor or 
Reeve of a Municipality to intervene and 
return for reconsideration, or to veto, any 
by-law, resolution, or proceeding of the 
Council: (a.) The Mayor or Reovo may 
state his objections, or any suggestions or 
amendments he may desire, to the Council, 
and the Clerk shall enter such objectiops, 
suggestions, or amendments proposed at 
large in the minute book: (b.) The Council 
shall OB soon thereafter as convenient con- 
sider them, and may accept or reject them: 
(c.) If after such reconsideration two-thirds 
in number of the mcmbera of the Council 
shall decide on division to pass SUCh by-law, 
resolution, or proceeding in the form in 
which it was first passed by tho 
Council, tho by-law, resolution, or 
proceeding shall be as valid and 
effectual as it was prior to the intervention 
of the Mayor or Reeve, bat in all such cases 
the vote shall be determined by a show of 
hands of the members of tlie Council, and 
tho uameii of the members voting for or 
against the by-law, resolution, or proceed- 
ing shall bo entered by tho clerk in the 
minute book ; [d.] If tlie' by-law, resolution, 
or proceeding does not receive upon such 
reooDsideration the votes of at least two- 
thirds of the members of the Council as 
aforesaid, or is not amended to Tneet the 
objections, or sui;gc3tion.s, or amemlnieiits 
of the Mayor or Reeve, it shall bo deemed 
to be absolutely vetoed and bo of no force 
or effect whatever, and shall not be intro- 
duced again into the Council during the 
term of office of the Council for that year, 
except with the unanimous consent of the 
Council, inciudlag that of the Mayor or 
Keeve." 

Hon. Mr. Bbaven in supporting the am- 
endment, said it was less than a veto 
power, and was recommended by the high- 
est authorities on numicipal law. 

Hon. Mr. K"I;s()N s;u<i that this amend- 
ment scemcji! to Ijc out of joint with tho 
conceded prineii>lu8 of constitutional gov- 
ernment. If this thing were carried out, it 
would soon become a fact that the members 
of tho Council would be nonenlies. He 
(Mr. Robson) confessed that lie had had 
neither the inclination nor the time to go 
into municipal law very much, but ho had 
in mind the great principle that the ma- 
jority should rule. It was placing a danger - 
ous p6wer in the hands of a single indi- 
vidual. The people were extremely jealous 
■ of the veto power, and ho thought if the 
hon, leader of the Opposition, as Mayer of 
Victoria wished to get himself in hot 
water, he could find no surer means of so 
oing. 

Mit. flRANT opposed the amendment, 
whicli, ho thought, would plnoo an unneces- 
sary power in the luihds of the Mayor. 

Mr. Booth supported the amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Turm'.u said ho was not pre- 
pared to support tho amendment now, and 
v/ould like further time fur consideration. 

Hon. Mr. Davih said that tho present 
debate had come uium him rather unexpec- 
tedly, as nltliongh ho was aware notice of 
the amcudn,eiit was upon the order paper, 
he had .not known anything about it until 
yesterday (Sunday) morning, when reading 
the CotONiST in bed he had noticed a refer- 
ence to it. . He had, therefore, not had 
ample time , to! oonsider . ,tho_; principle in- 
volved, but so far as ho was now informed, 
it was a dangerous innovation which would 
put the power in tho hands of tho minority 
and lot the majority bo ruled by them. He 
predicted that such a power would be 
abuBod. Ho was open to argument and 



would be prepared to change his views if 
anyone would show him wherein ho was 
wrong. 

After a prolonged discussion, 

Hon. Mr. 1'ooley stated that he must 
oppose the amendment in its present form. 
Ho thought it would be a good principle to 
allow the mayor to send back a motion or 
by-law for reconsideration, but it should 
not bo necessary to have a two-thirds vote 
beforp it could bo again carried. He sug- 
gested that tho leader of tho Government 
consent to changing tho two-thirds vote to a 
majority vote. 

Hon. Mr. Bkavkn said he had uoi 
changed his opinion, but would make tho 
change 8ugg':3ted by the hon. President of 
tho Council. 

Tho amendment as changed was then 
carried. 

After inserting minor amendments, tho 
ooiTimitteo rose, reported progress and asked 
leave to sit again. 

FItrVtLEOES, lUMVKITIES AKB FOWEBS. 

HoK. Mr. Davie moved the second read- 
ing of Bill 71, an Act respecting the Legis- 
lative Assembly. Ho explained that tho 
bill was formally to place in operation a 

clause of the constitution act, which per- 
mitted tho Legislature to define its own 
privileges, powers and immunities. 

Ho.s. NIr. Bkaven said ho had looked up 
the matter very carefully and had grave 
doubts as to its constitutionality. As a 
nuvttur of fact, there wore grave doubts cx- 
pre.Hsed by omiiieat judges and jurists in 
Kngland as to tho right of tlio English 
House of Commons to some of the powers 
they arrogated to tliomselvcs. He would 
record his vote against the bill, as ho did 
not wish to be concerned in 'uiy lugislation 
tho constitutionality of which was (loublful. 

Hon. Mr. Davii; replied iliaL tho consti- 
tutionality of tlie power liiid been upheld in 
tho highest court in the ICmpire, tlio Privy 
Council of Kngland. Ho referred as au- 
thoiity to tho case quoted by Hon. Mr. Poo- 
ley n sliort time ago, viz.: the Speaker of 
tho Legislature of the Province of Victoria 
vs. tllass. 

After more discussion tho bill was read a 
second time. - 

travelling on pudlio roads. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second read- 
ing of Bill No. GS, an act to regulate travel- 
ling on public highways. Tho principal 
provisions are contained in tho following 
clauses : 

'"J. In case a person travelling or being 
upon a highway in chiirgo of a vehicle drawn 
by one or more horses, or one or more other 
animals, meet another vehielo drawn as 
aforesaid, he shall turn out to the Irj't from 
the centre of tho road, allowing to the vehi- 
cle so met one-half of the road. 

",'). In case a person travelling or being 
upon a highway in charge of a vehicle as 
aforesaid, or on horseback, is overtaken by 
any vehicle or horaeman travelling at a 
greater speed, the person so overtaken shall 
quietly turn out to the left and allow tho 
said vehicle or horseman to pass. 

"■1. In the case of one vehicle being' met 
or overtaken by another, if by reason of the 
extreme weight of the load on either of the 
vehicles so meeting or on the vehicle ' so 
overtaken the driver finds it impracticable 
to turn out as aforesaid, ho shall immediate- 
ly atop, and, if neoessiry for the safety of 
the other vehicle, and if required so to do, 
ho shall assist tho person in charge thereof 
to pass without damage." 

A discussion followed as to whether the 
turn should be to the right or to tho left. 

Mh. Kitchen thought that, this being nn 
English colony, the Knglisli custom ought 
to be adopted, more especially as Knglish- 
men were expected to come to tho province. 

Bill was read a second time; to bo com- 
mitted to-morrow. 

It being o'clock tho House rose.

. ■ : AfFAlBS IN ARGENTINE. 
The State ofSiceeDeolar^4-:::ATreBt of Badlcal 

LoiTDON-, April '3.— The Buenoa Ayres 

correspondent of the Times, says: "The 
cabinet here has declared the state of siege. 
The decree stated that a faction had been 
organized to suborn officers of the revolu- 
tionists to assassinate the civil authorities 
and leading citizens with dynamite. Tho 
radical leaders, Alem, Harrahavcna, Lilie- 
dalo, Tarino, Pastor and others, former 
ofliciuls of (jcncral Garcia, anil their leader. 
Colonel Trigoyen, have been arrested. 

liriixos Avi'.i'.s, Argentine, April .'5. — Tho 
crisis in tho political struggle that has been 
carried on for months with so much bitter- 
ness has nearly been reached. To-n'.orrow 
may witness such scenes of violence as have 
not taken place in this city for a long time. 
The Government is thoroughly alarmed, and 
will not hasitato to shoot down every one 
who takes part in ft revolt. All tho troops 
are gathered in tho central part of tlio city, 
under arms, with their oliicers at their 
head. They have received orders to act 
with promptuess at tho first warning. Tho 
police are all on duty; also under instruc- 
tions. Thousands of desperate men, enemies 
of the administration, are armed. They 
have long rebelled in private against the 
great ofBcial scandals, and only need leaders 
to come out openly and attaok the troo|)B 
and police. 

According to the most reliable accounts, 
dynamite will play a prominent part in any 
riot, as it is known that a large quantity of 
bombs have been smuggled into tho city. 
Nearly all the radical clubs are said to havo 
these bomlis secreted, and some of the most 
daring spirits have been drilled in their use. 
Humors of (jlots increase at an alarming 
rate. The latest is about a conspiracy to 
murder President I'clligrini, ex-l'resident 
Reoa and ox-President Slitre. Tho police 
have raided several clubs and diicovercd 
bombs. All the wires to tho provinces have 
been cut, hut reports reach here that tho 
temper of the people outside the capital is 
pretty nuich] the same as in liuenos Aj'res. 
L'onllicts are expected in all the other lead- 
ing towns of this re|)ublic, and it will be re- 
nuirkable if to-morrow passes without the 
shedding of much blood. There ia no tell- 
ing how the military 'will stand, but.it is 
said the radicals have many adhcronta 
among tho officers. If they desert thoy 
will take many of their men over to the 
enemy. The police arc heartily disliked by 
the populace, and arc likely to prove loyal 
because thoy know that they will not re- 
ceive nmch cousideratiou at the hands of 
the people. Telegraphic communication 
throughout the republic is suspended, the 
government having closed all the oftices of 
the Trans-Andean Company. 

SMAIiLBY'S LONDON LETTER. 

How the Tribune's Correspondent Views 
Britain's Attitude on the Bebrlng 
Sea Question. 

London', April 2. — What little English 
interest there was in tho Behring Sea ques- 
tion died with the announcement that 
President Harriaon would accept one of 
Lord Salisbury's last two alternutivo pro- 
posals. Prior to this satisfactory assurance 
the ]5ritish press indulged in some of its 
usual gynmaatics. The correspondence laid 
before Parliament appeared Monday, and 
comments on it in the papers the following 
morning were of a kind which it can serve 
no good purpose to repeat. 

President Harrison's action is the best 
coiiuiicnt on them. He waa accused, of 
course, of making his diplomacy mean elec- 
tioneering. I do tho British papers justice 
in saying that they seem not quite aware of 
the gr.ivity of tho charges they iling about 
so recklessly. They are, perhaps, repeating 
what tliey have heard. Tlie teacher of tho 
Ilritish parrot is the American mugwiinip. 
The p.'.rrot cannot be expected to know how 
insiguilicant his ma.ster is, or to gauge the 
value of his malevolent associations. Ho 
hears a loud scream from New York and 
echoes it in I.,ondon. It is not the business 
of the parrot to think. He never asks him- 

If what sort of a person the chief magis- 
trate of the American republic would be if 
his ollicial acts were inlluenced by a wish to 
rovel before the Irish eni^mius of lOugland 
in America. Those l'>ngli.sh critics who im- 
pute base motives so readily to the Presi- 
dent are horrilicd when it is suggested that 
Salisbury agreed to arbitration, or delayed 
answering the American proposals in order 
to give tho Canadian poachers time to get 
away. 

A LOGGEE'S ILL LUCK. 

.Serious Accident to a Tort Crescent 
Bancber. 

PoBT Ckkscjsnt, April 4. — Andrew Jack, 
son, a raneher living five miles south-east of 
this place, narrowly escaped a violent death, 
Friday, and sustained injuries of an appal- 
ling character. He ami a neighbor were 
engaged in cutting down three immense 
cedars growing on one stem. Two oi tJic 
trees had lieuu aafi.-ly felled, and the third 
had been sawed jeaily to fall. The neigh- 
bor went away a short distance to get some 
tools while ilackson inserted a wedge in the 
sawed opening and seizing a heavy maul," 
struck the wedge. He was then standing 
on tho stumi of one of tlie trees that had 
been felled. Tho shock of the blow on tho 
wedge loosened a branch at the top, which 
was six inches iu diameter. This fell 
directly upon the unfortunate rancher, 
striking him upon the head and rendering 
him uttconaoioUB. Ho fell backwards upon a 
hemlock log. Tho grip of the half dead 
man on the heavy maul was so fixed that 
when tho middle of his right forearm struck 
tl\e hemlock log, the weight of the tightly 
clinched maul was snliicient to fracture 
both bones. The ill-fated man was carried 
into his house. In addition to the serious 
injuries to hia head and arm, he waa in- 
jured internally and vomited a large 
quantity of blood, lioth eyes were swollen, 
shut and he had every ajipearance of being 
a total ^^•rl'c];, but his physician thinka he 
will recover, and liear no |)crnianent results 
of bis accident.

TO GET A LAND GEANT. 



Bill Introduced in the Legislature to 
Give a Subsidy to tlie N. 
& F. S. Railway. 



Ten Tlionsaud two Hundred and Forty 
Acres to the Mile— Uonditions 
Imposed. . 



His Honor tho Lieut. -Governor, yester- 
day, sent down to the Legislature a bill 
(No. 74) to authorize the granting of a cer- 
tain land subsidy for, and in aid of tho Nel- 
son and Fort Shoppard Railway. The chief 
provisions of the bill, are aa foUoivs, viz. : — 

Sec. 1. To grant to tbe said company 
lands in West Kootenay not exceeding 10,- 
210 acres for each mile of railway to be con- 
structed by the company, upon condition of 
their commencing and constructing tho Nel- 
son and Fort Sheppard Railway within the 
time and according to tlio terms of their Act 
of Incorporation, and upon tho further con- 
dition lliat the company furnish due security 
for audi construction in the manner herein- 
after mentioned. 

Sec. 12. Upon the company filing with the 
Cliief Commissioner of Lands and Works a 
map or plan, showing the course and direc- 
tion of tho proposed railway and the hiiida 
intended to he traversed, and upon dejiosit- 
ing with the Provincial Secretary good and 
sullicient security in the auiu of $l'j,()0O as 
liquidated and ascertained damages due to 
Her Majesty in right of the Province of 
British Columbia in case of default for the 
duo coninienceineiit and construction of the 
railway according to their Act of Incorpo- 
ration, there shall lie reserved from jire- 
eiuption and sale a tract of land extending 
sixteen miles on each side of the lino of the 
proposed railway. 

Sec. 3. Wiihin one year after the passage 
of this Act tho company shall detine and 
project, in a manner satisfactory to the 
Chief Commissioner of Luuda and Works 
upon a plan of the located line of railway, 
the boundary lines of alternate blocks of 
land fronting upon each side of the line of 
t he sold railway, and having a frontage 
of six miles on the railway by a depth of 
sixteen miles, so that each block so selected 
and defined by the company, shall bo oppo- 
Bite to a similar block not selected by tho 
company on the other side of the railway. 

Sec. -1 provides for tho granting of the 
lands aa the' work proccoda, and for surveys 
by Provincial Land Surveyors at the exiieuae 
of the cnmpiuiy. 

Sec. fi. Tlie company shall only be en- 
titled to uiioccupieil Crown land, and to 
make up for any area within any of the 
blocks of land to be selected by tbe coin- 
puny, which sliall before tbe aelection by 
the company have been alienated by the 
Crown, or held by pre-emption or lease, or 
as mineral claims, the coiniiiiny shall be en- 
titled to select similar uroaa of Crown land 
ill tlie West Kooteiia}' District, to be taken 
up in Iducks of not less tliaii one mile si|uare. 

Sec. G proviiles for free grant of riglit of 
way, and necessary land for depots, etc. 

See. 7 reads : The land to be granted to 
the Company shall not be subject to Pro- 
vincial tu.Kation until the exnirntion of t"n 
years from date of their selection by tlic 
Couipany, or until alienated by the com- 
pany, whichever event may soonest happen, 
and tho railway and cfjuipmenl, and sta- 
tions, iindstation grounds, workshops, build- 
ings yards, rolling stock, appurtenanctis and 
other property required and used for the 
con.itruclioii, equipment and working of the 
said lino of railway, and all personal pro- 
perly under or possessed Ijy the said Coin- 
paiiy, and the capital stock of the Company, 
shall be free from Provincial taxation until 
the lapse of five years from the completion 
of the railway. 

.Sec. 8 provides that nothing in this Act, 
and no grant to be made he-eunder, shall he 
construed to interfere with free miners 
entering upon and searching for precious 
metals and acquiring claims, in accordance 
with tbe mining laws of the Province.
